Group I, claims 1-4, drawn to a method for identifying novel subunits of the human 
anaphase promoting complex (APC).

Group III, claims 11-13, drawn to a method for identifying substances that inhibit rapidly 
proliferating cells by interfering with the cells' entry into the subsequent cell cycle, 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
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Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept because Groups I and II 
distinguish the special technical features from each other. For example, assembly of a functional 
APC in Group II is not required for the method of Group I while isolating the antibody-bound 
proteins in Group I is not required for the method of Group 11. 

Groups I and III do not relate to a single general inventive concept because Groups I and 
III distinguish the special technical features from each other. For example, ubiquitin and ubiquitin 
related enzymes in Group III are not required for the method of Group I while isolating the 
antibody-bound proteins in Group I is not required for the method of Group III. 

Groups II and III do not relate to a single general inventive concept because Groups 11 
and III distinguish the special technical features from each other. For example, assembly of a 
functional APC in Group II is not required for the method of Group III while ubiquitin and 
ubiquitin related enzymes in Group III are not required for the method of Group IL
